WASHINGTON, Dec. IO.— C o p ­ 
ies of instructions telegraphed by 
W illiam Randolph H u rst to th e 
editors of his new spapers and of 
other m essages received and se n t 
by him a t Palm Beaeh, Fla. e a rly 
in 1917 Just before the U nited 
States en tered the w*ar were re a d 
today in to the record of the s e n ­ 
ate com m ittee investigating b re w ­ 
ers and G erm an propaganda. T h ey 
were ta k e n from th e files of th e 
d ep a rtm e n t of Justice and given 
to th e com m ittee by A. B ru ce 
Bielaski, chief of th e bureau of 
investigation. 
Mr. H e a rs ts m e s ­ 
sages directed th a t editorials a d ­ 
vocating em bargo on 
sh ip m en ts 
of m u n itio n s and food to the a l ­ 
lies be prepared fo r 
his

York p apers; in stru cted 
th a t

“referen d u m vote" in the election 
district in each city where H e a rs t 
organs w ere printed be taken a n d

Dr. H a r t 
who has two sons in the navy, e n ­ 
tered a n em phatic denial of pro- 
G erm an tendencies and declared 
he was strongly anti-G erm an b e ­ 
fore an d after th e United S ta te s 
entered th e war. 
Messages from E iihu Root a n d 
Charles W. Eliot vouching 
fo r 
Dr. H a r t ’s loyalty were received 
by C h airm an O verm an and placed 
in the record, 
in th e senate d u r ­ 
ing th e day S en ato r H itchcock 
delivered a prepared address e x ­ 
plaining his a ttitu d e toward th e 
sh ip m en t of m unitions to the a l ­ 
lies before the U nited States e n ­ 
tered th e war.

WASHINGTON, Dec. IO.— De­ 
bate on the revised w ar revenue 
bill 
b eg an in the sen ate today 
with th e presentation of the m a­ 
jority a n d minority rep o rts from 
the s e n a te finance com m ittee be­ 
fore a sm all attendance of sen­ 
ators. 
T h e measure has been giv­ 
en rig h t of way because of Repub­ 
lican opposition to th e fixing of 
1920 taxes, discussion is expect­ 
ed to continue alm ost indefinitely. 
C h a irm a n Simmons opened de­ 
bate by presenting th e m ajority 
views on 
the 
legislation 
while 
S enator Penrose spoke for the Re­ 
publican members, except Senator 
L afo llette of Wisconsin, attacking 
the 19 20 taxation plan. 
S e n a to r Thomas of Colorado, 
D em ocrat, presented an individ­ 
ual re p o rt, criticising th e excess 
profits and inheritance tax fea­ 
tures; an d Senator Sm oot of Utah, 
R epublican, plans to file an indi­ 
vidual statem ent to m o rro w . Later 
S en ato r LaFollette w ill 
present 
his view s. 
S e n a to r Simmons com pleted his 
s ta te m e n t today an d 
defending 
the 1920 taxation provisions de­ 
clared th a t American business in­ 
terests are entitled to know what 
tax b u rd e n s they will be called 
upon to bear during th e period of 
reconstruction. 
He ask ed if the 
R epublicans advocating postpone­ 
m ent of 1920 legislation, decided 
to k eep the question in abeyance 
solely in order th at th e next con­ 
gress controlled by Republicans 
m ay h a n d le the m a tte r. 
The mi­ 
nority report 
while 
expressing 
g eneral approval of th e 1920 tax 
p ro g ra m declared th a t 
extension 
of th e legislation to 1920 is w ith­ 
out justification. 
S en ato r Pen­ 
rose said future ^conditions are 
too u n certain and inform ation at 
hand insufficient for congress now 
to fix schedules for 1920. 
He ad­ 
ded, how ever, that tax reductions 
in th a t year are a foregone con­ 
clusion.

It may h av e been carried 
across by our latest troop ships 
he said. 
A big p ercen tag e of the 
d ea th s from in flu en za 
in 
this 
co u n try were a m o n g young m en 
of m ilitary age, 
D r. 
Hutchinson 
said, the germ a ffe c tin g that age 
and sex more than a n y other. And 
it is this form w hich has broken 
out abroad, he said. 
The deaths 
w hich 
Dr. H utch in so n said oc­ 
cu rred in the a r m y camps from 
inflenza 
and 
p n eu m o n ia 
were 
caused by the circum stances in 
which the germ d id not have to 
change its nature to attack vari­ 
ous ages of both sexes.

American Ships 
Conveyed Nearly 
Million Troops 


NEW YORK, Dec. 
IO.— W ith 
th e consent of th e 
navy 
d ep a rt­ 
m e n t the office of 
Vice-Admiral 
Cleaves, com m ander of the C ruis­ 
e r and T ran sp o rt force, made pub­ 
lic here tonight figures 
showing 
exactly the proportionate share of 
troops conveyed 
to France 
in 
A m erican vessels. Of the 
entire 
army; of 2,079,880 men 
taken 
o v e r/ the sta tistics show, 46 1-4 
p e r cent were carried in American 
ships, 48 1-2 in British and th e 
balance in F re n ch and Italian ves­ 
sels. 
Of the total stren g th 
of the 
naval escort g u ard in g 
all these 
convoys, the U nited States 
fu r­ 
nished 82 3-4 p er 
cent, 
G reat 
B ritain 
14 
1-8 
per 
cent 
and 
F rance 3 1-8 p er cent. 
It was felt th a t these 
official 
figures should 
be made 
public 
owing to the discrepancies in the 
statem ents of m any public speak­ 
ers as the relative share taken by 
th e different naval forces enabling 
American troops to" reach the 'bat­ 
tle line in sufficient force to tu rn 
th e tide against Germany. In act­ 
ual numbers of m en transported: 
912,182 were carried in American 
naval tran sp o rts and 40,499 In 
o th e r A m erican ships; 1,006,987

New Cabinet Headed by Taknshi 
is Hailed as Marking A dvent of 
Popular Government— Is Out­ 
come of Fifty Years* Struggle.

Tokio, Dec. — (Correspondence 
of The Associated 
Press.— The 
new cabinet headed by Takashi 
H ara is hailed as m arking the ad­ 
vent of popular governm ent in 
Japan. 
For fifty years th e cham­ 
pions of representative 
govern­ 
ment have been struggling for a 
system under which the premier 
would be selected for that. post 
because he was the leader of the 
majority party in the house of rep 
resentatives. 
This has been ac­ 
complished when Mr. H a ra was 
chosen. 
During th a t half century the 
government has been in th e hands 
of clans and court crcles gener­ 
ally styled bureaucratic. 
On the 
other hand Mr, Hara is a com­ 
moner. 
He has selected as mem­ 
bers of his cabinet those of this 
party, introducing bureaucrats on­ 
ly as ministers of war an d navy 
who under the regulations must 
be chosen from army a n d naval 
circles. 
‘‘My ideal has at last been re­ 
alized,” exclaimed M arquis Oku- 
ma, Japan’s “ grand 
old 
m an’’ 
who has labored always for the 
cause of democratic government. 
“ The whole nation should sup­ 
port the H ara ministry if they 
are really desirous of th e devel­ 
opments of constitutional politics 
in 
Japan. 
Japan 
should have 
new men young and vigorous who 
are able to handle im po rtant af­ 
fairs of state.” 
One of the first decisions adopt­ 
ed by the new cabinet was to 
abolish the custom of 
detailing 
detectives to accompany 
minis­ 
ters wherever they m ig ht go and 
the opening of m inisterial apart­ 
ments so th a t the people might 
have a freer access to them . 
Mr. H ara’s striking features are 
his large eyes and mass of white 
hair. 
He is sparing of w ords and 
speaks straight to the point look­ 
ing one straight in the eye with 
frankness.

It Is only a plain derby, beginning 
to have the permanent duskiness of a 
peach, In spite of frequent trips to the 
hat specialist for rehabilitation. 
It 
has no claim whatever to any individ­ 
ualism, outside of the Initials, which 
are inside and don’t show anyway. It 
cloes not do me Justice, either. 
And 
at any angle I place it, It gives me a 
topheavy appearance. 
So why do I cling to it? Wily? 
Because anything that costs as much 
money as that derby, deserves not only 
care as an Investment, but respect as 
a thing of value. 
People don’t laugh 
at the Kohinoor diamond, do they? 
They never poke fun at the Great 
Ruby? 
Then why should they be 
amused at my derby? 
It cost a great deal of money. The 
first time I bought it, I mean when I 
selected It in the hat shop and paid for 
it, supposing that it was wholly mine, 
the price was four dollars.

Before one can truly realize the ten 1 
rible depravity to which hum an nature 
can occasionally descend one has to 
obtain just in Inkling into that horror I 
of horrors known by the name “von ! 
detta.” The misery, the suffering, the ■ 
fear sometimes engendered by these J 
awful fellas it is impossible to paint; 
in language too denunciatory, observes 
a writer In London Answers. 
A gentleman not long returned from J 
South America described th e other day , 
the end of q vendetta he once had the j 
misfortune to witness in th e Boca (low- j 
est quarter) of Buenos Aires. The an­ 
tagonists had their knives strapped to 
their hands so that the weapons could 
not possibly drop from th eir fingers, 
however badly injured they became. 
Before the police had separated them 
one of the luckless com batants had re­ 
ceived no less than 17 wounds. On be­ 
ing examined it was discovered that 
this individual had a loaded revolver 
in his belt. 
“Whyever did you not u se your fire­ 
arm ?” asked the prefect of police. 
“No; it was a fight with knives,” ex­ 
plained the other, with a gasp, and the 
next moment he sank unconscious to 
the ground. 
In Naples, where warning of a ven­ 
detta is almost invariably given in 
private, a member of the Camorra is 
sometimes called in to settle a dispute, 
and in this way occasionally what 
might otherwise have been a brutal 
feud ends In the chink of glasses at a 
sumptuous banquet. 
If a Camorrlst 
meets his death at the hands of a foe 
It becomes the bounden duty of some 
other member of the 
Camorra to 
avenge It, notice being alm ost invari­ 
ably given to the relatives of the de­ 
ceased that It. is absolutely unneces­ 
sary for them to take any steps In the 
m atter whatever. 
In Naples, curiously enough, the sym­ 
pathy of the people Is much more with 
the murderer in these cases than with 
the victim, Judging that If he had had 
no grievance the former would never 
hnve bared his blade; and it is quite 
surprising how far people a re prepared 
to go in order to protect him from the 
police. 
It is an unwritten law among the 
hot-blooded races among whom the 
vendetta still exists that, in an open 
street fight, no adversary m ust be as­ 
sailed with a knife until he has had 
tim e to unclasp his own. 
Not the least extraordinary feature 
of several of the vendettas is the re­ 
fusal on the part of Its dying victims 
to disclose the name of those who have 
mortally wounded them.

of the army service; troops from 
all nations landing and marching 
away soon to take their places at 
the front.

At various places he sees 
vast 
railroad yards where 
American 
locomotives, freight 
cars, 
pas­ 
senger cars, etc., being assembled 
for service in France, the 
work 
being accomplished 
by 
Am eri­ 
cans. 
Vast army 
camps 
every­ 
where in which the soldiers from 
all the allied nations receive their 
final training before going to the 
front. 
One sees in the cities wo­ 
men doing all kinds of work, wo­ 
men running street 
cars, 
auto­ 
mobile trucks, and wagons of all 
kinds; women engineers and fire­ 
men (women rath er) on the rail­ 
roads, women working as brake­ 
men a n d flagemen. 
(I have 
not 
passed thru a village on the rail­ 
road which had a flagman, there 
was~a!ways a woman who flagged 
the tra in s). 
In th e depots also 
there w ere women handling the 
heavy baggage and doing other 
depot work. 
In fact, nearly all 
the w ork around the cities 
th a t 
was previously done by 
men 
is 
now being taken care of by 
the 
women. 
Then one, on leaving the city 
sees th e girls working in the fac­ 
tories. 
round-houses, 
powder 
plants, mills and other kinds of 
shops. 
Then when 
one 
gets 
a 
short distance away 
from 
the 
city h e sees women working 
in 
tho gardens and 
harvest 
fields. 
(I have covered quite a long dis­ 
tance th ru the fields of 
France 
and hav e never yet seen 
anyone 
working 
in 
the 
gardens 
and 
farms except 
old 
women, 
old 
men. a n d rather young children). 
I must also speak of at this time 
of the wonderful gardens which 
the French people have and which 
they so skillfuly 
an d 
patiently 
take 
ca re of. 
Every available 
piece o f ground upon which any 
kii.d of foodstuffs will grow have 
been tu rn e d into a 
garden. 
The 
gardens are made on slopes, hill­ 
sides. in back yards, lawns, 
in 
the parks, in the arm y camps and 
even on 
the 
railroad 
property 
very n e a r the tracks. 
And in the 
country the wheat is even planted 
right in the orchards. 
Imagine a 
wheat field and then an orchard 
of fruit trees within 
this 
field. 
No ground is wasted by planting 
them th a t way. 
The French peo­ 
ple seem to be able to raise crops 
anywhere they 
desire. 
It 
su r­ 
prized me to see a beautiful green 
garden on the side of a AO 
de­ 
gree slope of nearly 
solid 
sand 
and rook. 
One also 
sees 
wheat 
and oats crowing on slopes 
of 
about 60 degrees. 
The country 
is very hilly in most parts. The 
country is also very beautiful and 
the landscape 
scenes 
are 
very 
simple. 
One can readily see why 
France has produced so 
many 
great a rtists after having travel­ 
ed across the country. 
I may also speak of the French 
people a t this time. 
The people 
are of various danes as in other 
countries but 
there 
is 
a little 
more 
(not 
much) 
distinction 
made in this country between the 
classes. 
All French people that I 
have m et 
have 
been 
exteermly 
polite an d 
courteous 
in 
every 
sense. 
Most of them are smaller 
in st ut ue than the average Ameri­ 
cans. 
T h e French 
are 
a 
very 
henlthv class of people at least In 
their physical appearance. 
Men. 
women an d children alike 
have 
extremely rosv cheeks and char­ 
acteristic 
facial 
expression^ 
These 
expressions, however are 
usually 
of a “ weary of the w ar” 
nature b u t they also contain the 
expression of hope and courage­ 
ous patience. Their hospitality is 
very excellent also. 


crimes as other people read 
of 
them but it was not until I came 
to the front that I realized just 
what they were. 
On on% occasion 
while stopping at a little village 
about 40 miles behind the lines 
I found the opportunity to speak 
to some children perhaps between 
the ages of h and IO years. They 
were a few of the thousands of 
little Belgian children who were 
made 
homeless 
and 
became 
orphans when the Huns Invaded 
their native 
land. 
One of them 
spoke good English as his father 
had been English. 
He t old 
me 
that he witnessed the murder of 
his father, mother, older brother 
and 
the ill-treatment cf his sis­ 
ter. 
He told me 
the 
way 
his 
parents wore killed 
in 
front of 
his own eyes and then the 
little 
fellow began crying. 
The 
other 
little fellow’s father 
had 
been 
killed also by the Germans. 
Then 
we came to a little vil­ 
lage which was perhaps 20 miles 
from 
the front and I found 
out 
from an American soldier on duty 
there that every moonlight night 
German visitors came over 
and 
bombed the town. 
There 
were 
only a few buildings in this 
vil­ 
lage th a t had been bombed 
but 
they 
were nearly completely de­ 
stroyed and possibly cost a n um ­ 
ber of civilian lives. 
Every vil­ 
lage within many miles of 
the 
front have bomb proof shelters in 
which the inhabitants go in 
case 
fo an air raid. 
The Huns cannot 
give any good excuses for bombing 
Paris and other villages far 
be­ 
hind the lines. And when we corn^ 
closer to the front wo 
find 
vil­ 
lages completely 
in 
ruins 
and 
many of them being fired on by 
the Germans 
yet. 
We 
stopped 
over the night in one village fully 
IO miles behind the lines. 
We 
awakened during the night by the 
sound of bursting shells. The vil­ 
lage was in a 
rath er 
protected 
place on the side of a hill but the 
Germans succeeded 
in 
making 
several hits one of them being a 
church. 
There was no one in the 
church at the time, luckily, 
and 
no casualties resulted. 
His other 
shells did nothing 
but 
destroy 
some other buildings and no one 
was killed that night in this vil­ 
lage. 


W hen one sees 
these villages 
which have been blown to atoms 
by the Germans, sees the thous­ 
ands of graves everywhere, 
sees 
the 
thousands of French people 
wearing the black in 
mourning 
for lost 
fathers, 
brothers 
and 
sons; talks to 
the 
litUe French 
and Belgian orphans, fsees 
the 
destruction of Domes, buildings, 
forests, fields and everything th at 
chance to be in the path of 
the 
German army when she invaded; 
sees the bombing of a 
hospital; 
sees th e maimed 
men 
on 
the 
streets of the 
cities; 
sees 
the 
hospitals full of dead and dying 
men; hears the tales of the te r­ 
rible atrocities the 
Huns 
com­ 
mitted told by people who 
have 
witnessed them; to hear of 
the 
treachery in battle th a t the Ger­ 
mans forever committ 
such 
as 
holding their hands up in battle, 


calling 
“kamerad” 
and 
then 
throwing a hand grenade at th e 
soldier who 
advances 
to 
take 
him prisoner); to see the People 
of France laboring hard to sup­ 
ply their men in a rm s with pro­ 
per food, clothing a n d munitions, 
sees women, laboring 
as 
men; 
sees th e 
gallant 
young French 
boys (16 years, last draft) march- 
hoys away to takes the places 
o f 
their fathers and 
brothers 
w ho 
have 
already fallen on the field 
of honor: to see th e thousands of 
shell holes less 
th a n 
five 
feet 
apart in many sections of th e 
front; 
and 
hears 
a 
bombing 
plane from the Germans as 
i t 
hovers above and drops its read- 
ly bombs everywhere 
they will 
fall mattering not 
whether 
o n 
hospital 
or not; 
to hear th e 
whistle of German shells as they 
seek 
for human life or the de­ 
struction of property; and smells 
the damnable 
G erm an 
gas 
a t 
night as it creeps after its 
vic­ 
tims unknown; th e s e things d o 
not frighten a brave people w ho 
are fighting for th e ir rights a n d 
for th e ir liberty b u t 
only serve 
to strengthen the desire for ju s­ 
tice 
and 
punishm ent 
of 
th e 
Huns. 
His 
implements 
of 
modern 
w arfare are terrible but no m ore 
terrible 
than 
th o s e which will 
coon be used a g a in st him or pos­ 
sibly which have been In the p a st 
used aginst him. 
T h e Hun’s fa te 
is certain whether it comes soon­ 
er or later and

W h a t a more 
wonderful sound it m u s t have for 
mothers, w h o ’s every heart beat 
was a hope that it w ould 
come, 
and as 
t h e 
magic

r u n s 
through m y mind, I c a n ’t help b u t 
think of t h e millions of fellows 
over on t h a t western front, who 
can’t hear th e rejoicings all over 
the world, whoso lives paid 
for 
“ peace.” A n d I can see the m o th ­ 
ers sitting moodily at home, h ea r­ 
ing the s h o u ts of the m ultitude of 
rejoicing hum anity outside, and it 
seems th e y hear them, but ca n ’t 
feel them, nothing 
b u t

dull 
hopeless feeling that 
they have 
paid for, peace 
i arrived in London 
a 
few 
hours a f t e r the armistice 
was
